Seventeen Years Ago Blind Chief Sal- 
tice Gave Deeds to Four White 
Families—Now He’s Sorry. 


Seven Indians, headed by Chief Mac-Tal- 
Me of the Coeur d'Alene tribe of Idaho, 
passed through St. Louis Thursday morning 
en route home from Washington where they 
filed a protest with President Roosevelt 
personally against the encroachment of the 
whites upon their reservation, and de- 
manded the ejectment of four families. 

Paul Polatkan, the official interpreter of 
the tribe, did the speechmaking before the 
President. the commissioner of Indian af- 
fairs and the congressional committee. 

“There are 500 left of this once great 
tribe.”’ he said to the Post- Dispatch, ‘‘and if 
Washington does not help us svon w: » will 
be crowded out of what little lands rem: tin, 
Seventeen vears ago Chief Saltice, now in- 
firm and blind, attached his signature to pa- 

ers that made four white families mem- 
ohh of the tribe, and gave them farms. 
We contend and he contends that he did not 
know the nature of the documents he was 
signing, and they should be deciared void, 
especially as the tribe is a unit against re- 
ceiving them, and in these years has never 
permitted them to sit in council. 

“These white farmers all have families. 
There are many young men who, when they 
reach 21 years, will under the law be en- 
titled to take possession of lands as mem- 
bers of the tribe. They will intermarry and 
in another generation there will be no 
Coeur d'Alenes 

“We laid this before the President and 
added a protest against minor encroach- 
ments. Mr. Roosevelt evinced interest fn 
our cause, but sent us to the department 
of the interior and Congress, where we 
received naught but promises. 

“We will report this to our brocher and 
next year another delegation will go . to 
Washington. We hope for little now.

The Speed Is 


a Secret. 
Mr. Marconi said that the exact frequency 
of the oscillations in the Poldhu transmitter 


and the recelving instrument on the Phila- 
deliphia was “millions a second,”’ but just 
how many millions was a professional se- 
cret. He was not prepared to say just how 
man “tuned”’ circuits could be worked 
simultaneously im the same neighborhood, 
nor precisely how close one frequency could 
safely approach another without sacrificing 
secrecy. In addition to privacy and free- 
dom from interruption there was another 
advantage in tuning the sending and receiv- 
ing apparatus. A greater distance could be 
covered thus than otherwise. The chief 
explanation of his recent gain in distance 
however, was the greater power employed 
to operate his transmitter. He secured bet- 
ter results after he connected both sets of 
instruments with the ground than he did 
at the outset, and he was now convinced 
that the earth was, to some extent, a con- 
ductor of the waves Mr. Marconi still 
uses the coherer for a receiving instru- 
meni, to some extent, but not exclusively. 
The other apparatus for that purpose, how- 
ever, he was not ready to describe yet. 


Wireless Telephones 
Will Not Work. 


The wireless telephone, now under inves- 
tigation by the signal corps at Washington, 
was discussed freely by Sig. Marconi and by 
Edison's chief ald. 

Both agreed that it was impossible to 
attune instruments s0 as to prevent the 
hearing of messages by other instruments, 
and thought it tmprobable that messages 
coul4 ever be sent any considerable dis- 
tance 

Both had made extensive experiments and 
abandoned them. Sig. Marconi referred to 
the navy department plan of equipment 
with the Slobyv inatruments. 

“Tt would be a foolish experiment,” said 
he, “as my agreement with England for 
the exclusive use of mv system in wire- 
less communications would leave no point 
of communication open for the American 
ships. They might be able to talk with 
each other, but the requirements of a test 
would demand a wider field of operation.

ADDRESS BY PRESIDENT ELIOT 


HONORARY DEGREE OF DOCTOR 
OF LAWS CONFERRED. 


As in All Other American Cities, the 
Prince Was Cheered by Crowds 
That Lined the Streets of 
the Hub. 


BOSTON, March 6.—Boston greeted Prince 
Henry today, and Harvard conferred upon 
him an honorary degree, at the hands of 
its president, Dr. Eliot. 

The bad storm of yesterday had impaired 
the decorations, but it did not take long to- 
jay to repair the damage, and nearly the 
entire route through the city was brilliant 
with color before the prince arrived. Ger- 
man flags of red, white and black predom- 
inated in many places over the red, white 
and blue.

HARVARD HONORS HENRY. 


President Eliot’s Address on the Visit 
of the Prince. 

BOSTON, March 6.—Following is the ad- 
Gress by President Eliot of Harvard Uni- 
versity at the academic meeting to welcome 
Prince Henry to Cambridge: 

“This occasion is unique. Twice in the 
history of the university has special aca- 
demic session been held to do honor to the 
President of the United States, making a 
progress through the country; but never be- 
fore has this democratic university been 
called together on purpose to do honor toa 
foreign prince. Weights reasons must have 
determined such unprecedented action on 
the part of this society of scholars. 

“These are the reasons: Qur students of 
history know the teutonic sources, in the 
dim past, of many institutions and public 
custome which have been § transmitted 
through England to this New England. 

“The puritan origin of the untversity 
makes us hold in grateful remembrance 
the heroes of Protestantism—Luther, Me- 
lanthon, Erasmus and their kindred spirits 
-~and the German princes who upheld that 

recarious cause through long years of con- 

used alarms and crue! warfare. The Puri- 
tan government of Massachusetts has fol-

ing for publication a paper on the geo- 
graphic development of the lowland of 
southeastern Missouri — the so-called 
Swamps. It is a region that, up to the time 
when work was commenced on which the 
paper now preparing is based, had never 
received any attention from geologists or 


geographers. Only a part of the lowland 
reg.on ties in Missouri. Ite southern end 
reaches into Arkansas. This part attracted 
the attention of Arkansas geologists from 
a geological standpoint. 

In the early part of the century the re- 
gion attracted atention because of the se- 
vere earthquake shocks in the winter of 
isll and 1812. The effects of the New Mad- 
rid earthquake have never been  deter- 
mined. Much was written in the first few 
years following their occurrence, but by 
persons without scientific training. One 
cemiral idea that prevailed was that a large 
area of land was cadused to sink by the 
earthquakes. No one has ever determined 
exactiy how much of an area, if any, did 
sink, nor what was the depth to which it 
sank. 

The university publication will show that, 
£0 lar as the greater par of the lowiands 
sying within the State of Missouri is con- 
cerned, the earthquake had nothing to do 
with their formation. The lowlands existed 
long before the earthquakes, and, if they 
caused any modification whatever of the 
land surface, it exiended over a relatively 
smail area. No attempt is made to prove 
that the earthquakes nad no effect at ali, 
but it is shown that if they did have any 
effect it extended to a very #mali area of 
the lowlands. 

The Missouri lowlands are abandoned val- 
leys, once occupied by the Mississipi river, 
but which were left for more favorable 
courses, They are not abandoned channels, 
such as are found everywhere in the vay- 
leys of all large streams, like the Missouri 
and Mississippi. but abandoned valleys. 
There are two of these abandoned valleys 
separated from each other by a belt of 
high land known as Crowley’s ridge. The 
length of one is nearly 250 miles, and it 
has a maximum width of more than 
miles. Some parts of it at the present time 
have no river of any kind, while other 
parts are occupied by small. streams that 
originally were tributaries of the Missis- 
ippi. It leaves the present valley of the 
Mississippi river at Cape Girardeau and 
extends southwesterly through Cape Girar- 
deau, Bollinger, Wayne, Butler and Ripley 
Counties in Missouri, then southward 
through eastern Arkansas, and opens into 
the present valley of the Mississippi south 
of Helena in the latter state. 

The valley is flat and low and, on ac- 
count of not being occupied by any river 
that is in any Way commensurate in size 
with it, it is poorly drained. It is cov- 
ered with a dense growth of timber. ex- 
eepting in a few places where water 
Stands. Its surface is usually wet, but it 
is in no sense swampy like the swamps 
of the Northern states. It is merely low, 
undrained bottom land: It is crossed in 
several directions bY small, winding sloughs 
which are often lined with a growth of 
cypréss treets. There is not the slightest 
evidence that this part of the _ so-called 
swamps was even modified, not to say 
oroduced, in any way whatever by the New 

adrid earthquakes. 

The St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern 
Railway enters this lowland belt at Pop- 
lar Bluff and follows it nearly to Little 
Rock. After having made and occupied 
this valley a long time, the Mississippi 
abandoned it for a new route. This route 
leaves the old valley just south of where 
the village of Delta is now and runs due 
south to the present valley of the Missis- 
sippi, a few miles below New Madrid. The 
length of this valley is about 60 miles and 
its extreme width is more than 30. It, also, 
is a low, flat belt of country, so low that, 
in some places, water stands on it through- 
out the year. The valley, while abandoned 
by the river that made it, is occupied 
throughout its whole course by small 
streams. 

A peculiarity of the lowland belt ts that 
its floor at any point is ‘ower than the 
present valley of the Mississippi river due 
east of it. This, however, is not neces- 
sarily due to sinking. Such relations are 
found in other places and are known to 
be phenomena, which occur normally in 
certain periods in the life of all large rivers. 
It cannot be considered, therefore, an abso- 
jute proof of the destructive action of the 
New Madrid earthquake. There are some 
narrow strips of low land permanently cov- 
ered with water fn the southern part of this 
belt, which may possibly be due to depres- 
sion during the earthquake, though the evi- 


dence is not clear.

NEW YORK, March 6.—George W. Van- 
derbilt has appeared before Commissioner 
Gillespie of the department of taxes and 
assessments and obtained a reduction of 
his personal assessment from ,000,000, 
which was fixed by the last board, to $10,000. 
In applying for this reduction Mr. Van- 
derbile fatroduase something of an innova- 
tion. Instead of pleading nonresidence he 
told Commissioner Gillespie that, while he 
was worth all the assessment called for, 
his wealth principally is in real estate and 
in securities which were either nontaxable 
or else are taxed by the state. Without 
articularizing he indicated that most of 
his holdings were in trust companies and 
kindred corporations, over which the local 
authorities have no control,

HAS ITS GHOST 


halle Minister Believes in 
Spiritual Manifestations. 


RECEIVED MESSAGE FROM DEAD 


DOES NOT ATTEMPT TO EXPLAIN 
THE WHY AND WHEREFOR. 


Two Theories, He Says, Are Suggested 


to Account for These Phenomena, 
the Telepathic and the 
Spiritistic. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 6.—“‘Do such things 
as ghosts. apraritions visible to human 
eyes, really exist? Yes. we are convinced 
they do. While we recognize the fact of 
their existence we may not be able to ex- 
plain their origin, or whether they are ob- 
jective realities or merely subjective."’ 

This staternent was made both by Prof. 
Jares H Hyslop of Columbla University 
and the Rev. Dr. Minot J. Savage of the 


Church of the Messiah. who are members 
of the American Society for Psvchical Re- 
search 

Public interest has been awakened to an 
unusnal degree in the work conducted by 
the society, owing to the strange expert- 
ences and observations which have recertly 
been made known by its members in their 
investigations of psychical phenomena. 

Since the organization of the society. In 
Iss, the subsect of visions, apparitions, spir- 
itual messages and all such occurrences 
which come under the head of psychical! 
pnenomena have been studied bv an ever 
increasing number of aaeeeators. These 
are men of intellectual and scientific attain- 
ments, and thev express their wonder at 
the many instances of phenomena which 
they have subjected to rigid scientific inves- 
tigation and verified. 

"rof. Hyslop, the Rev Dr. Savage and 
ether investigators admit that they former- 
ly rewarded the stories of alleged psychical 
phenomena with a sceptical spirit. When 
they were finallv led to study such cccur- 
rences, however, they became convinced 
that the phenomena really exist. 


Every House 

Has Ghosts. 

“I think," said Dr. Savage, “that if you 
were to throw a stone at random in any 
part of this city you would be almost cer- 
tain to strike a house in which at least some 


form of psychical phenomena has heen ob- 
served. ecthaps there is only one member 
of the family who has made these observa. 
tions and he may be keeping his thoughts 
on the subject secret from the other mern- 
bers of his family.”’ 

Dr. Savage is convinced that Mrs. 
Is a genuine psychic medium. 

“She has a special temperament,” said 
Dr. Savage, ‘‘a pecullarly delicate nervous 
organization. But she is simply a medium. 
and as such her opinion on matters of 
psychical research has no value whatever. 

“I had sittings with her many years be- 
fore our society was founded or befere 
she was known to the public. It was 
through her that I obtained a message from 
my son, who died about two years ago.”’ 

r. Savage said that during the sitting 
his son made known his presence through 
the medium, who was in a trance at the 
time. Mrs. Piper, he said, had never b en 
acquainted with his son and to the best of 
his knowledge had never seen him. 

His son had died in a room he occupied 
with a medical student In Joy street, Bos-

Spiritistic. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 6.—‘‘Do such things 
as ghosts. apraritions visible to human 
eyes, really exist? Yes. we are convinced 
they do. While we recognize the fact of 
their existence we may not be able to ex- 
plain their origin, or whether they are ob- 
jective realities or merely subjective.” 

This staternent was made both by Prof. 
Jares H Hyslop of Cvolumbla University 
and the Rev. Dr. Minot J. Savage of the 


Church of the Messiah. who are members 
of the American Society for Psvchical Re- 
search 

Public interest has been awakened to an 
unusnal degree in the work conducted by 
the society, owing to the strange experi- 
ences and observations which have recertly 
been made known by its members in their 
investigations of psychical phenomena. 

Since the organization of the society. In 
Iss, the subsect of visions, apparitions, spir- 
itual messages and all such occurrences 
which come under the head of psychical! 
pnenomensa have been studied bv an ever 
increasing number of investigators. These 
are men of intellectual and scientific attain- 
ments, and thev express their wonder at 
the many instances of phenomena which 
they have subjected to rigid scientific inves- 
tigation and verified. 

2rof. Hyslop, the Rev. Dr. Savage and 
ether investigators admit that they former- 
ly rewarded the stories of alleged psychical 
phenomena with a sceptical spirit. When 
they were finallv led to study such cccur- 
rences, however, they became convinced 
that the phenomena really exist. 


Every House 

Has Ghosts. 

“I think,”’ said Dr. Savage, “‘that if you 
were to throw a stone at random in any 
part of this city you would be almost cer- 
tain to strike a honse in which at least some 


form of psychical phenomena has heen ob- 
served. erhaps there is only one member 
of the family who has made these observa- 
tions and he may be keeping his thoughts 
on the subject secret from thre other mein- 
bers of his family.”’ 

Dr. Savage is convinced that Mrs. Piper 
Is a genuine psychic medium. 

“She has a special temperament,” gsaid 
Dr. Savage, ‘‘a pecullarly delicate nervous 
organization. But she is simply a medium. 
and as such her opinion on matters of 
psychical research has no value whatever. 

“I had sittings with her many years be- 
fore our society was founded or befcre 
she was known to the public. It was 
through her that I obtained a message from 
my son, who died about two years ago.” 

r. Savage said that during the sitting 
his son made known his presence through 
the medium, who was In a trance at the 
time. Mrs. Piper, he said, had never b en 
acquainted with his son and to the best of 
his knowledge had never seen him. 

His son had died in a room he occupied

“No, there is no contemplation of a re- 
duction of fare between Belleville and 
Bast St. Louis. The fare, I *lieve, be- 
tween these two points, is 25 cents for the 
round trip. When it Is considered that the 
distance is 12 miles and the steam railroad 
rate 8 cents per mile it will be readily rec- 
ognized that as low a rate as is consistept 
with fair policy is now in effect. 

“We have invested heavily in these 
properties because we feel the east side has 
a great future and we shal! endeavor to 
enhance its prospects by equipping every 
system with modern cars and operating 
them in such.a way as to give entire sati~ 
faction to the public.” 

The bridge railroad changed hands last 
October. The consideration at that time 
was said to have been $525,000.
